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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To prevent a mark formed on a conductive pattern from 
being oxidized and also to enable reading the mark accurately and easily. 
SOLUTION: In the case where this wiring board is provided with a board main body 1, 
formed with a conductive pattern 2 for connecting a circuit element on the surface, a 
resist layer 3 formed on the pattern 2 and a solder paste 6 covering a mark 5 formed 
on the pattern 2 by peeling one part of this layer 3, the mark 5 is isolated from the 
outside air with the paste 6. As a result, the mark 5 can be prevented from being 
oxidized. Moreover, as the surface roughness of the paste 6 on the mark 5 is rougher 
than that of the periphery of the paste 6, the scattered state of reflected light is 
obtained in the parts mark 5, when the case external light is cut off on the paste 6. 
Accordingly, it enables recognizing the mark 5 accurately and easily by this scattered 
state of the reflected light. 
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
